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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that it is not obvious to heat the 
fiber to a temperature where it becomes molten because Ibrahim states that the elastic fibers are stretched an amount less than their break 
at elongation and molten fibers are more likely to break. The examiner disagrees. The teaching is Ibrahim is to stretch the fibers to a point 
less than breaking. Fibers can be stretched to this point when molten. 

Applicant argues that the rearrangement of process steps is not obvious. The examiner disagrees. See FOR EVIDENCIARY PURPOSES 
ONLY Ibramhim (US 3,315,328) which teaches a reverse heat setting process and suggests the elastic fiber may be combined with the 
inelastic fiber before or after heat treating. Because it is well-known that these steps are interchangeable the rearrangement of steps 
would have been obvious to one in the art. 
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
